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Almost A Million Now 
On County Welfare Rolls

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn reports welfare rolls ad¬ 
ministered by the Los Angeles County Department of 
Public Social Services remained nearly unchanged in 
September. 

The number of persons aided in September was 
959,560 compared with 959,444 aided in August (a change 
of only 106 persons). This stability is the result of con¬ 
tinued improvements in local labor market and normal 
seasonal trends in the Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children program. 

Key factors affecting welfare caseload trends are: 

— The seasonally adjusted rate of unemployment in 
Los Angeles County decreased to nine per cent in Sep¬ 
tember (down from 9.1 per cent in August). The num¬ 
ber of employed persons increased to 2,944,000. These 
changes continue a long-term improveing trend in the 
local labor market which began early in 1976. 

— Normal seasonal increases in the AFDC program 
in July and August have been followed by a near stable 
caseload in September — an annually recurring trend. 

— For the last three months, applications for public 
assistance have held steady at about 50,000 per month. 

State regulations Which require recipients of public 
assistance to submit monthly written reports of changes 
in their # income and living arrangements have contributed 
to holding back a major caseload increase which might 
have been expected as a result of the recent adverse 
economic changes, a DPSS report to Hahn noted.

Camellia Show Set 
For December 4-5 

The Southern California 
Camellia Council will pre¬ 
sent its 12th annual Fall 
Camellia Show Saturday and 
Sunday, December 4 and 5, 
at the Los Angeles State 
and County Arboretum in 
Arcadia.

Q. — I see the term “in¬ 
vestment banker” used in 
the press. What is the dif¬ 
ference between an invest¬ 
ment banker and the one 
where I keep my checking 
account? 

A. — The bank where you 
keep your checking account 
is probably a retail bank, 
taking deposits and provi¬ 
ding checking accounts and 
other services to the indivi¬ 
duals and businesses that 
are its customers. An in¬ 
vestment banker has quite a 
specialized function. His job 
is to buy newly issued 
stocks or bonds from a com¬ 
pany and sell them to the 
public. 

q. — My wife and I are 
in our late 40’s, have a 
small daughter, no debts 
and $10,000 in savings and 
loan association deposi t s. 
We want to start investing, 
but don’t know whether we 
would be better off doing it 
on our own, or through a 
mutual fund.

A. — Since you have no 
experience in investing. 1 
would move slowly. I be¬ 
lieve in individual investing 
rather than through institu¬ 
tional forms of vari ous 
types because my exper¬ 
ience shews that an indivi¬ 
dual who has reasonable in¬ 
vestment judgment can do 
very well.

‘ A. — I think ycu may be 
making a mistake in empha¬ 
sizing only growth indus- 
tries. In the first place, you 
are going to buy individual 
companies — not the whole 
industry. I’ll admit that cer¬ 
tain growing industries take 
on a certain amount of 
"glamour” and people insist ■ 
on getting into them. There 
is no question that a grow¬ 
ing industry is great, but 
real lasting growth is as 
much a function of manage¬ 
ment as the industry. Some 
of the best growing com¬ 
panies I know have been m 
so-called "sick” or “mature" 
industries. Their growth has 
been produced by the vigor 
and skill of the manage¬ 
ment. If you do not have 
this type of management, 
growth ends when the in- 
dustrys’ growth ends. You 
are gong to buy individual 
companies, not industries. 
Look at the sales and earn¬ 
ings record of the company 
and if both items have in¬ 
creased more than 50 per 
cent in the last five years, 
you probably have a com¬ 
pany worth further con¬ 
sideration. I’m sending you I 
a copy of the December is- , 
sue of Better Investing 
which has a story about 
RPM, Inc. This is a com- 1 
pany that has improved 
sales and earnings for each 
of the 29 years it has been 
’ in husiness and where the 
growth appears to come 
from the skill and vigor of 
management. 

Q. — About four years ago 
I bought 1,000 shares o£ 
Wyly Corp., the old Univer¬ 
sity Computer Company. Is 
there anything I could do to 
relieve my lost capital? 
Could you suggest some¬ 
thing for me to switch into 
or should I average down? 

A. — In this case, I de¬ 
finitely would not average 
down. Standard and Poor’s 
shows this company has a 
negative shareholder’s equity 
cf $28 million. It has lost 
large sums of money every 


year for the last six years. 
It’s hard at this time to see 
how any value will develop 
in this company. I would 
only average down in a 
stock in a situation where 
the stock price was going 
down, but earnings per share 
were going up. Where you 
have no earnings, I’d net 
invest any more money. 

I would sell the stock and 
get what I could out of it. 
I don’t-know any stock that 
I could guarantee would go 
up enough to make up your 
losses. I am sending you a 
copy of “Better Investing” 
which contains stories by a 
number of writers about a 
numbtr of companies. Look 
at those companies carefully 
and I’m sure you’ll find a 
good stock among thore 
listed. I’d pick one with a 
good rate or sales and earn¬ 
ings increase and which 
pays 8 moderate dividend.

The President signed a 
new GI Bill on October 15, 
which terminates the exist¬ 
ing education benefits for 
individuals recruited into the 
military service after De¬ 
cember 31. 

Persons currently serving 
on active duty or who join 
Ihe Navy or enlist in the 
Navy’s Delayed Entry Pro- 
grame before January 1, 
1977, are considered eligible 
for the present G.I. Bill. 

Individuals who are in¬ 
terested in volunteering now 
for one of the Navy’s officer . 
or enlisted programs and 
want to take advantage of 
the current education bene¬ 
fits are encouraged to con¬ 
tact the local Navy recruiter 
to determine whether they 
qualify. 

Persons recruited into 
the military service after 
December 31, will be eligible 
for education aid if they 
elect to participate volun¬ 
tarily in a contributory pro¬ 
gram. Service members 
would contribute $50 and 
$75 a month, up to a total 
of $2700. These funds would 
be matched by the Veteran’s 
Administration on a two-to- 
one basis. 

The Navy offers profes¬ 
sional training for Job skills 
in several programs which 
lead to commissioning as a 
Naval officer, plus more 
than 60 enlisted career 
fields, including the Nuclear 
Field, the Advanced Elec¬ 
tronics Field and the Ad¬ 
vanced Technical Field.

— CT — ern Pumpkin Day in Home 

What is so unusual about that fact is that at the "Go on, dear, carve it,” Magazine last spring, we ex¬ 
same time, they were electing one of the most lop-sided whispered the loyal wife, citedly P_lantedjur Med> and 
Democrat legislatures of the twentieth century. While the 
State Senate suffered a net loss of only one Republican, 
the Democrat majority in the Assembly swelled to slightly 
better than two to one. 

Ln fact, were it not for one significant factor, the 
November elections in California might have been a 
sweep, atfross-the-boards Democrat victory. That one 
factor was Governor Jerry Brown. 

It is now clear that in the close presidential balloting, 

Governor Brown’s eleventh-hour campaign for the un¬ 
popular Proposition 14 probably Cost Jimmy Carter the 
election in California. That view is shared by many, in¬ 
cluding the Democrat Speaker of the Assembly, Leo 

McCarthy. , . 

McCarthy recognized Proposition 14 for the political 
turkey that it was and wisely bailed out early. Hi s op¬ 
position to the initiative was a signal to rural areas that 
the Democrat Party was not writing off the farm vote, 
a signal which probably saved a half dozen or more Demo¬ 
crat seats in the Assembly alone. 

Fortunately for Jimmy Carter, he didn’t need Cali¬ 
fornia to win. That was not the case for Senator Tunney. 

In fact, joining Brown in support of Proposition 14 may 
well have been Tunney’s Waterloo. 

But what does all this mean for the future? According 
to Governor Brown, nothing at all. He claims his popu 
larity transcends mere issues and that the public will 
overlook his recent poltical boo-boo. 

Others are .not so sure. In fact, the evidence seems 
to indicate that the Governor’s political fortunes took a 
shellacking on November 2nd. The reasons why are 

fourfold: ...... 

First of all, we have seen that the farm vote is both 

willing and able to use the ballot box to punish the 
wayward. The Governor may rest assured that farmers 
will not forget his unfaithfulness. 

Secondly, Proposition 14 was not the only personal 
defeat for Governor Brown on the ballot. He had also 
vigorously worked for passage of Proposition 1, the Af¬ 
firmative Action Hocsing Band measure. So intense was 
Brown’s support of Proposition 1 that he even launched 
a suit in Sacramento Superior Court Which would have 
censured the voters pamphlet ballot argument which 
Assemblyman Bob Cline and I had written against the 

The court action fizzled and so did Proposition 1, 
going down to defeat by a substantial 57.2 per cent. The 
argument in favor of the measure, incidentally, was per¬ 
sonally signed by Governor Brown himself. 

Thirdly, Brown ha s clearly demonstrated that lie is 
not only politically vulnerable, but that he may well 
prove to be his own worst enemy. His unpredictable, 
almost fickle, nature Is Increasingly being interpreted as 
nothing more than immaturity. If Brown succeeds in 
further alienating traditional Democrats, he could even 
find himself facing a tough primary battle within his 

own party in 1978. ... 

Last but not least, the Republican Party in California 

is stronger mof than it has been in a number of years, 
despite setbacks in the Legislature. Republicans sense 
that Brown can be beaten and they are taking a fresh 
look at their prospects of upsetting Brown two years hence.

This means that these other properties, not revalued 
this year, will get market value raises from about 20 
per cent to over 100 next year. So those lucky taxpayers 
who did not get eaten by the tax alligator this year, better 
realize they are on alligator menu next year for dessert. 

This last year, we have watched the almost total 
paralysis of elected officials at all levels, to come up 
with any kind of a tax reform or tax reduction program. 
On this issue the elected officials seem completely lost. 
They have plenty of time to consider and pass many 
other bills of minor importance, but no time to act on 
the most important issue of the day. 

As far back as 1969 we have repeatedly said the tax 
law must toe changed. In that same year Assemblyman 
Floyd Wakefield told the legislature the tax law must 
toe changed.
